We  arc  glad  to  say  that  the  Brazilian  con- 
stitution was  finally  voted  last  evening  by 
the  Constituent  Assembly  antl  will  be  for- 
mally signed  and  promulgated  lo-day.  |ust 
one  hundred  days  have  elapsed  since  ihc 
opening  of  tin's  Assembly— a  period  cer- 
tainly more  than  sufficient  when  it  is  con- 
sidered that  the  draft  ol  the  constitution  had 
already  been  prepared  lor  their  simple  ac- 
ceptance. Should  the  instrument  adopted 
prove  efficient,  no  one  will  complain  of 
the  lime  spent,  for  the  main  object  is  a  sta- 
ble and  workable  form  of  government  tin- 
der which  die  people  can  enjoy  a  full  meas- 
ure of  personal  liberty  and  be  permitted  to 
develop  their  industries.  It  is  loo  early  yet 
for  an  opinion  on  the  constitution  adopted, 
nor  is  it  quite  certain  thai  the  dominant 
elements  of  the  country  will  give  it  a  fair 
opportunity  to  show  its  real  worth.  If  good 
wishes  can  avail,  however,  it  will  he  every- 
thing that  conscientious  republicans  can 
wish,  and  will  contribute  much  toward  the 
development  of  free  institutions,  public 
order  and  national  progress. 


Tut:  sugar  figures  published  bv  Ihc  Jtir- 
naltio  Commercio  on  Sunday  last  should  be 
widely  read  anil  thoughtfully  studied,  for 
lliey  indicate  an  opening  lor  Brazilian  in- 
dustry whose  value  to  the  country  no  one 
can  compute,  In  this  statement  we  assume 
that  the  sugar  industry  of  Brazil  is  capable 
of  enormous  development,  and  that  under 
the  stimulus  of  free  entry  to  the  markets  of 
the  United  Slates  the  sugar  planters  will 
spare  no  effort  to  promote  that  develop- 
ment. According  to  the  Jornats  figures 
the  importation  ol  foreign  sugar  into  the 
four  principal  Atlantic  ports  lasl  year 
amounted  to  1,183,316  tons,  of  which 
479.589  were  Irom  Cuba,  2S9.214  from 
Europe,  .98,516  from  the  British  West 
Indus  and  Demerol,.,  40,708  from  Trinidad 
and  only  35,440  from  Brazil.  Ii  appears 
however,  that  this  is  the  smallest  quantity  re- 
ceived from  brazil  in  many  years,  owing  to 
the  small  crop  produced.  '  In  1884  the  im- 
ports from  Brazil  aggregated  142,34810115, 
while  the  average  for  the  last  ten  years  has 
been  100.801  tons,  lit  view  of  ihc  policy 
adopted  by  Ihe  United  Slates  to  use  its  mar- 
kets for  sugar,  coffee,  tea  and  hides  as  11 
means  for  obtaining  reciprocal  entry  foi 
American  products  into  Ihe  countries  pro- 
ducing  them,  and  in  view  of  the  probable 
difficulties  to  be  encountered  in  obtaining 
these  reciprocal  favors  from  the  Spanish  and 
English  possessions  in  Ihe  West  Indies,  il 
is  evident  that  Brazil  has  an  opening  for'tle- 
veloping  her  sugar  industry  which  no  nation 
has  ever  yel  possessed.  Willi  the  motives 
of  the  American  government,  Brazil  lias 
nothing  to  do.  Whether  it  is  to  slir  up 
trouble  in  Cuba,  or  to  force  these  countries 
10  open  their  markets  to  American  products, 
does  not  concern  brazil.  The  main  point 
is  that  the  largest  sugar  market  in  the  world 
is  at  once  thrown  open  to  Brazilian  sugar, 
and  that  this  market  is  large  enough  to 
take  all  this  country  can  produce.  Grant- 
ing that  the  same  favors  are  held  out  to 
others,  ami  that  some  or  all  of  them  will 
eventually  accept— in  the  meantime  Brazil 
ought  to  develop  Ihe  industry  to  such  an 
extent  that  she  need  fear  no  one  .in  a  fair, 
open  market.  The  question  is,  will  she 
seize  the  opportunity,  or  throw  it  away  and 
leave  her  sugar  industry  to  live  on  slate  aid 
as  is  the  case  at  present  ?

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The  situation  occasioned  by  the  strides 
among  laborers  is  daily  becoming  more 
complicated  and  critical.  In  a  sense  it  is 
even  becoming  perilous,  for  the  hardships 
imposed  upon  the  poorer  classes  by  the 
largely  increased  costs  of  living,  are  produc- 
ing a  feeling  of  exasperation  which  may  al 
any  moment  lead  to  violence.  Week  before 
last  we  had  a  strike  among  the  coffee  por- 
ters, which  was  promptly  satisfied  by  an  in- 
crease of  wages.  The  stevedore  laborers 
then  struck  to  have  their  wages  increased 
from  rales  ranging  from  3$  to  4$  per  clay, 
to  4$  and  5$.  The  stevedores  agreed  to 
ibis,  or  to  a  general  increase  of  1$  on  old 
rates,  but  the  laborers  then  demanded  a 
further  increase  to  5$  and  6$  for  day  and 
nighl  work,  without  any  discrimination  be- 
tween laborers,  ami  without  any  fractions  of 
days,  which  was  resisted  by  the  employing 
stevedores  and  steamship  agencies.  Every 
effort  to  effect  an  arrangement  has  thus  far 
failed,  and  the  result  has  been  an  almost 
total  suspension  of  the  shipping  business 
during  the  past  week.  The  prejudices  can 
ncit  tail  to  be  heavy,  lor  some  steamers  have 
been  delayed  nearly  a  week  already,  and  it 
cannot  even  now  be  said  when  they  will  be 
able  to  clear.  In  the  discharge  of  cargoes 
sume  progress  has  been  made  by  the  em- 
ployment of  the  ships'  crews,  but  even  here 
many  expensive  delays  have  occurred. 
While  we  have  the  fullest  sympathy  for  the 
cause  ol  the  laboring  classes,  who  find  their 
former  earnings  totally  inadequate  to  meet 
the  increased  costs  of  food,  shelter  and 
clothes,  we  can  not  help  feeling  that  in  this 
case  they  have  acted  unwisely.  The  first 
increase  should  have  been  accepted  and 
tried;  il  then  it  were  found  that  the  pay  is 
insufficient,  a  just  re.ison  would  exist  for 
asking  another  increase.  Failing  to  do  this, 
the  strikers  have  lost  much  of  the  sympathy 
which  was  extended  to  them  on  their  first 
demand,  In  demanding  uniform  rates  for 
good,  bad  and  indifferent  laborers,  they 
have  made  another  grave  mis!. ike,  lor  no 
employer  can  well  pay  a  poor  workman  the 
same  wages  given  to  a  skilled  workman. 
In  this  demand  the  strikers  are  badly 
advised. 


hurtful  to  legitimate  interests.  Hut,  at  the 
same  lime,  we  can  not  conjure  up  the 
s'ightesl  leeling  of  admiration  for  a  minister 
who  withdraws  from  a  well-intentioned, 
though  mistuken  position,  at  the  demand  of 
a  horde  of  rapacious  speculators.

A  body  which  can 
stand  by  and  see  legitimate  commercial  in- 
terests ruined  without  a  word,  and  then  rush 
in  to  protect  the  most  insensate  and  dan- 
gerous mania  of  speculation  that  has  ever 
visited  this  country,  cm  hardly  be  credited 
with  sound  judgment.  It  is  undoubtedly 
hue  that  the  forced  suspension  of  these 
stock  operations  would  bring  a  crisis  upon 
us,  hut  can  it  be  said  that  the  recall  u\'  the 
measure  will  be  anything  more  than  a  post- 
ponement of  that  evil  day?  Can  anyone 
say,  seriously,  that  the  minister  has  saved 
us  from  a  great  peril?  And  is  there  one 
single  man  of  good  judgment  and  business 
experience  in  this  city  who  will  undertake 
to  say,  over  his  own  signature,  that  this  im- 
pending cri.is  can  he  averted  ?  The  organi- 
zation of  fantastic  companies,  with  equally 
fantastic  aggregates  of  capital,  merely  lor  the 
sake  of  providing  the  market  with  bits  of 
paper  to  buy  and  sell  at  fantastic  premiums, 
is  not  business  nor  prosperity.  It  is  the 
wildest  of  lollies,  the  emptiest  of  bubbles, 
Still  worse  than  all  this,  it  is  nothing  better 
than  swindling,  for  it  is  foisting  illusory 
schemes  upon  the  public  with  no  other  ob- 
ject in  the  world  than  to  win  money  from 
the  ignorant  and  incautious.  And  this  is 
the  "interest"  which  the  Associaciio  Com- 
mercial hastens  to  defend  and  the  govern- 
ment humbly  undertakes  to  protect!

Another  strike  of  perhaps  greater  signifi- 
cance and  of  much  larger  proportions,  was 
developed  among  the  subordinate  employes 
ol  the  Central  railway  on  the  morning  of 
the  22nd,  All  the  station,  shop,  train  and 
track  laborers  refused  to  go  to  work,  and 
the  result  has  been  a  total  cessation  of  traffic 
for  the  last  two  days.  In  this  case,  insuffi- 
cient wages  form  only  one  of  the  causes  of 
the  strike;  the  laborers  are  complaining  of 
harsh  regulations,  unjust  fines,  and  con- 
temptuous treatment  from  the  acting  di- 
rector. From  all  accounts  it  would  appear 
that  their  complaints  are  in  great  part  just 
and  reasonable.  A  great  majority  of  these 
laborers  are  receiving  only  i$8oo  a  day,  on 
which  it  is  impossible  to  live  under  existing 
conditions.  Add  to  this  the  influence  of 
the  present  speculations  in  stocks,  in  which 
not  a  few  of  their  more  venturesome  com- 
panions have  made  considerable  sums  of 
money,  and  we  have  ample  cause  for  the 
discontent.  Although  the  minister  of  agri- 
culture, backed  by  the  police  and  military, 
took  vigorous  steps  on  Saturday  to  control 
and  repress  the  strike,  it  still  continues  and 
is  daily  gaining  strength.  Fortunately  the 
strikers  have  thus  far  committed  no  acts  ol 
violence  beyond  removing  certain  parts  of 
locomotives  and  switches  to  prevent  the 
running  uf  trains,  but  il  can  not  he  said 
that  this  peaceful  state  of  affairs  will  long 
continue.  The  authorities  are  trying  to 
compel  the  men  to  return  to  work  before 
considering  their  complaints,  but  this  will 
only  serve  to  intensify  the  bad  leeling.  In 
view  of  the  circumstance  that  laborers  in 
the  custom-house  and  port  and  in  many  ol' 
the  industries  of  the  city,  are  demanding 
increased  wages,  it  will  be  necessary  i<>  pro- 
ceed with  great  circumspection  to  avoid  a 
general  strike.  As  the  provisional  govern- 
ment, and  particularly  that  paladin  of  learn- 
ing and  patriotism,  Ruy  Barbosa,  an:  to 
blame  for  this  situation,  it  is  certainly  with- 
in reason  to  ask  their  immediate  and  care- 
ful   attention   to  the  solution  of  the  crisis. 


The  action  of  the  government  in  revok- 
ing articles  11  and  12  in  its  recent  decree 
against  stock  gambling,  can  hardly  he  con- 
sidered a  good  sign  for  the  future.

There  were  four  other  arrests,  these  prisoners  were 
taken  lo  ihe  barracks.  All  communication  with 
their  families  was  forbidden,  but  it  seems  Murtinho 
managed  to  pass  and  receive  several  letters.  Var- 
ious versions  of  the  reason  for  the  arrests  were 
given  ;  the  governor  himself  making  a  statement — 
false  from  beginning  to  end — in  which  he  tried  to 
make  out  that  the  firing  of  a  few  rockets  was  a  sig- 
nal fur  a  rising,  whereas  not  a  day  passes  in  this 
town  without  rockets  being  let  off.  lie  is  always 
surrounded  by  soldiers,  and  on  any  pretext  they 
are  called  out  to  protect  the  palace.  Four  davs 
after,  two  of  the  oilier  prisoners  were  put  on  hoard 
the  gunboat  with  Murtinho,  and  the  others  liber- 
ated. Nothing  was  heard  of  the  former  for  some 
days,  but  il  is  now  known  that  I  hey  are  on  board 
another  vessel  al  Corumba,  but  are  deprived  of 
pens,  ink  mid  paper.  All  the  town  knows  per- 
fectly well  that  the  reason  for  all  this  was  to  get 
Murtinho  out  ol  the  way  until  after  the  elections, 
as  he  i-,  the  chief  of  the  opposite  party.  The  gov- 
ernoi  actually  sent  soldiers  to  force  people  to  come 
and  vote  for  him,  threatening  them  with  prison  if 
tliey  did  no:  comply  with  his  wishes.  Everybody 
is  afraid  lo  say  a  word,  and  as  all  the  newspapers 
are  prohibited,  except  those  of  the  government, 
there  are  no  means  of  contradicting  the  false  state- 
ments made  by  the  governor.  Every  day  there 
are  fresh  arrests.  Two  friends  of  Murtinho,  the 
day  after  his  arrest,  left  Ihe  town  in  a  small  steamer 
in  order  to  send  telegrams  from  Asuncion  to  Rio. 
They  were  pursued,  but  fortunately  not  overtaken. 
.  .  .  Murtiidio's  wile  was  confined  on  Christinas 
day.  She  is  not  well  yet,  and  no  wonder  with  all 
this  anxiety  upon  her,  .  .  .  The  mail  goes  out 
to-morrow  early,  leaving  us  only  a  day  and  a  half 
fur  our  letters.  Last  month  lie  (the  governor) 
kept  ihe  steamer  here  five  days,  now  he  is  perhaps 
afiaid  ofour  writing  to.,  much.

-The  British  minister   to    Paraguay   reports  to 

the  Foreign  Office  as  follows  in  regard  to  that  liltle 
known  counlry: 

"The  railway  in  the  interior  has  been  opened  for 
twenty  years  to  ihe  exleul  of  40  miles.  It  il  now 
open  lo  Villa  Rica,  a  distance  ol  100  miles,  nnd  al- 
ready the  rolling  stock  is  qutle  Insufficient  for  the 
traffic;  hut  the  gov  Br  11111911 1  has  now  increased  its 
gimranlee.  and  il  \%.  hoped  that  Ihe  company  will 
MCOnd  their  local  manager  in  his  efforts  to  put  it 
inefficient  working  order,  '  when  it  ought  to  be- 
come one  of  the  heal  paying  concerns  in  South 
\nieriea.'  The  line  will  eventually  connect  Asun- 
cion, the  capita],  with  Encarnaclon,  or  some  other 
por!  on  the  River  Pniiimi.  Beyond  Villa  Rica  a 
furihei  75  miles  will  be  open  for  traffic  in  a  few 
mouths,  and  ihe  concession  for  another  75  miles  is 
expected  lo  be  granted  by  the  nexl  Congress  and 
finished  hy  the  end  of  1S0.2.  At  present  our  di- 
rect imports  from  Paraguay  vary  from  £ro,ooo  to 
£15,000  annually.  The  materials  for  the  railway 
must  lie  bought  either  in  the  United  Stales  or  Bel- 
gium, unless  tliev  aie  reckoned  among  the  goods 
landed  from  (iieal  Britain  at  Montevideo  or  Bue- 
nos Aire-..  Il  is  also  proposed  to  Construct  anoth- 
er line  from  Villa  Rica  to  Santos,  on  the  Sao  Paulo 
system  in  Bra/.il.  The  cattle  are  of  the  usual  Bra- 
zilian breed,  and  'do  not  fatten  in  our  sense  of  the 
word,"  hut  some  owners  of  property  have  begun 
to  import  British  stock,  as  the  grasses,  they  say, 
are  excellent  for  fattening  purposes.  This,  hy  the 
way,  affords  a  proof  that  we  do  export  goods  and 
cattle  indirectly  to  Paraguay  although  such  ex- 
port- do  not  find  their  way  into  the  Board  of  Trade 
returns.  The  paper  currency  is  depreciated,  but 
not  nearly  to  ,.,  large  an  extent  as  that  of  the  Ar- 
gentine Republic."

—Saturday's  gold  quotations  were  352  in  Buenos 
Aires  and  119.5a  in  Montevideo. 

— The  Buenos  Aires  municipal  budget  lor  1S90 
(.tic)  recently  sanctioned  fixes  the  revenue  at  $S,- 
1)71,506,  and  the  expenditures  at  $8,674,170. 

—The  official  value  of  wool  in  Argentina  for  the 
assessment  of  the  export  duly  lias  been  fixed  at 
$3.60  gold  per  10  kilos,  which,  at  ihe  rate  o(  325 
is  equal  to  $11.70  ni/n,  while  the  average  price  of 
wool  is  only  $8.50. 

—A  telegram  on  the  21st  announces  that  Buenos 
Aires  had  been  officially  placed  under  martial  law. 
It  is  certainly  a  very  serious  step  to  take  unless 
the  city  is  in  a  state  of  incipient  revolution.  The 
press  has  protested  against  the  measure  and  a  cen- 
sorship is  spoken  of. 

--Apparently  to  forestall  a  military  revolt,  a 
large  number  of  Argentine  officers  were  ordered  to 
frontier  posls  early  last  week.  A  telegram  of  the 
19th  says  that  40  of  them  refused  to  go  and  were 
at  once  expatriated.  Subsequent  telegrams  stale 
that  several  had  gone  over  into  Uruguay. 

—  A  manifesto  was  issued  by  the  military  officers 
at  Buenos  Aires  on  the  20th,  defending  their  oppo- 
sition to  the  July  revolution  and  declaring  them- 
selves loyal  to  ihe  government,  to  morality  and 
discipline.  Even  the  most  contumacious  among 
tliein  is  accustomed  to  figure  as  a  defender  of  order 
and  discipline. 

—How  to  economise  is  beautifully  illustrated  in 
Uruguay  under  the  new  factory  tax  law  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  two  inspectors  and  two  fiscal  agents 
in  the  department  ol  Minas  at  an  expense  of  $300 
a  month  lo  collect  one  $20  per  annum  tax.  In 
Durazno  one  inspector  and  three  agents  were  ap- 
pointed al  an  expense  ol  $260  a  month,  although 
there  is  not  a  single  factory  111  the  department  sub- 
ject to  taxation. 

—  An  attempt  was  made  lo  shoot  General  Roca 
in  Buenos  Aires  on  the  evening  of  the  19th  by  a 
bov  15  years  of  age  named  Thomaz  Zambrice.  The 
bullet  passed  through  lliecaniage  seat  and  slightly 
luuised  the  Geneial,  It  is  reported  that  some  20 
airests  have  been  mad,,  besides  lhat  of  Zambrice, 
and  that  a  conspiracy  exist*  [or  the  assassination 
of  Pellegrini  and  Pavalle.  Crave  disorders  are 
feared.  A  telegram  of  the  20lh  says  lhat  the  gov- 
ernment has  resolved  lo  proclaim  martial  law. 

—  For  years  a  huge  body  of  men  have  been  liv- 
ing on  l lie  community,  without  adding  anything  to 
iis  material  or  productive  resources.  The  sooner 
they  are  called  to  account  ihe  less  will  be  ihe  losses 
in  the  final  liquidation.  They  stand  in  the  way  of 
those  who  are  earning  their  own  living  by  honest 
industry  or  m  legitimate  trade.  The  man  wdio 
slakes  his  money  nightly  111  a  gambling  saloon,  or 
daily  in  betting  upon  prices  on  'Change,  is  earning 
nothing,  and  it  is  no  charily  lo  keep  him  in  funds.

Legislative  N otes 

Fflirmtry  ij. — The  vote  on  the  amendments  to 
die  constitution  in  2nd  discussion  was  concluded. 
A  proposal  lo  strike  oul  the  article  securing  a  pen- 
sion to  the  ex-Emperor  was  rejected  by  a  vote  of 
92  to  85.  An  amendment,  presented  by  Deputy 
Bernardino  rle  Campos,  confirming  the  appoint- 
ments made  by  the  ex-minister  of  justice  in  the  or- 
Ionization  of  the  federal  judiciary,  was  rejected. 
An  amendment  of  the  same  deputy  confirming  all 
appoinluents  dependent  on  the  senate  was  also  re- 
jected. The  amendment  of  Deputy  Martinho 
I'rado  annulling  giants  ol  laud  and  guarantees  of 
interest  was  rejected,  as  was  also  an  amendment  of 
Deputy  Francisco  Veiga  annulling  all  grants  in- 
creasing the  expenditure  and  diminishing  the  reve- 
nue or  the  country.  Among  the  congressmen  who 
voted  again.-,!  the  amendments  of  Deputy  Martinho 
Prado  were  several  who  had  signed  them  conjoint- 
ly with  their  author.  The  vole  was  102  to  So.  A 
provision  for  purchasing  the  house  in  which  Gen. 
Benjamin  Constant  died,  was  adopted.  The  use  of 
this  house  will  be  given  to  his  widow  during  her 
life  and  will  afterwards  revert  to  the  government. 
The  president  declared  lhat  the  amendments  adopt- 
ed in  2nd  discussion  would  be  printed  on  the  fol- 
lowing day  in  the  official  paper  and  that  on  Mon- 
day the  3rd  discussion  would  begin.  Depuly 
Sampaio  Ferraz,  having  risen  to  speak  on  the  trea- 
ly  lietween  Brazil  and  the  United  Slates,  declared 
that  lie  had  hitherto  refrained  from  speaking  and 
even  contemplated  resigning  his  seat  in  congress 
because  there  had  been  admitted  into  that  body  a 
man  who  had  conspired  against  the  republic  and 
who  had  escaped  punishment  only  through  the 
morbid  sentimentality  of  the  military  tribunal  by 
which  he  had  been  tried.  A  stormy  discussion  en- 
sued, and  Deputy  Sampaio  Ferraz,  in  answer  to  a 
remark,  said  lhat  he  lelt  no  haired  towards  Depuly 
Henrique  de  Carvalho  whom  he  would  not  honor 
so  much  as  to  hate.  The  uproar  continuing,  the 
president  suspended  the  sitting.  The  house  being 
reopened,  Deputy  Henrique  de  Carvalho  concluded 
the  speech  he  had  commenced  in  answer  to  Depuly 
Sampaio  Ferraz.  lie  was  followed  by  Senator  Ta- 
per, who  spoke  in  defense  of  the  treaty  with  the 
United  States,  presenting  figures  lo  show  the  bene- 
fit which  Brazil  will  derive  from  that  treaty. 

Felnuaty  16.—  Deputy  F.  Badard  asked  for  the 
reasons  thai  induced  Ihe  government  to  suspend 
work  on  the  extension  of  the  Guro  Preto  and  Ita- 
bira  railway.  He  availed  himself  of  the  occasion 
to  say  lhat,  speaking  for  himself  individually,  as  a 
fervent  catholic,  he  does  not  approve  of  the  regu- 
lations requiring  soldiers  to  salute  religious  sym- 
bols. His  resolution  asking  for  inlormation  on  the 
subject  of  the  above  mentioned  road  was  rejected 
by  a  vote  of  70  to  66.  Depuly  Ivo  do  I'rado  spoke 
against  the  constitutional  provision  for  the  collec- 
tion by  the  general  government  of  15  per  cent,  ad- 
ditional duties  for  the  state  treasuries.  He  pre- 
sented a  resolution  declaring  that  provision  absurd 
and  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  amendments 
altering  ;t.  Deputy  Cesar  Zama  moved  to  expunge 
from  the  journal  of  ihe  house  ihe  scene  between 
himself  ami  Depuly  Seahra  on  the  12th.  Senator 
Quiniino  Bocayuva  corrected  a  statement  in  a 
speech  on  ihe  15th  by  Deputy  |oao  Siqueira  who 
declared  thai  the  retiring  ministers  had  asked  Ba- 
rao  de  Lucena  lo  take  office.  A  written  disclaimer 
10  ihe  same  effect  was  signed  and  placed  on  record 
by  ex-ministers  Campos  Salles,  Glyeerio,  Ruy  Bar- 
bosa, Wandenkolk  and  Fioriano  Peixoto.  Depuly 
Fflishello  Freire  spoke  on  the  question  of  bounda- 
ries between  the  states,  He  Hunks  lliis  question 
should  be  settled  by  congress.  Deputy  Bernardino 
de  Campos  spoke  against  the  constitutional  amend- 
ments relating  to  naturalization,  coast  trade  and  ad- 
ditional duties  of  15  percent.  Depuly  Serzedello 
attacked  the  recent  acts  of  the  government  which, 
he  says,  are  condemned  by  public  opinion.  He 
thinks  the  provision  for  the  collection  of  (5  per 
cent,  additional  duties  should  be  so  modified  as  to 
be  made  optional  for  the  stales.  Deputy  Leopoldo 
de  liullioes  spoke  against  ihe  amendment  to  Art. 
33,  adopted  in  ihe  2nd  discussion,  empowering 
congress  to  legislate  on  civil,  commercial  and  crim- 
inal law  and  judicial  procedure.  To  show  the  nox- 
ious eflects  of  centralization,  he  cites  the  recent  de- 
cree of  the  minister  of  finance,  who,  lo  check 
gambling  in  shares  in  this  city,  has  legislated  in  a 
manner  exlremely  detrimental  lo  the  rest  of  Ihe 
country.  Deputy  Garcia  Pires  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  treaty  with  the  United  States.  He  thinks  the 
question  should  be  postponed  until  Ihe  opponents 
of  the  treaty  arc  sufficiently  calm  to  discuss  the 
subject  properly.

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Febrmty  if.— Senator  Quintino  liocnyuva  slat- 
cd  that  ihe  boundary  treaty  with  the  Argentine  re- 
public  is  subject  to  the  ratification  of  congress,  and 
that  it  bad  been  agreed  among  tJie  members  of  the 
government  to  which  he  belonged,  that  all  treaties 
should  have  a  clause  to  the  same  effect,  lie  and 
the  other  ex-ministers  are  anxious  that  the  treaty 
should  be  kid  before  congress  with  as  Utile  data 

»  possible.  Deputy  Lopes  TrovlQ  said  that  he 
does  not  consider  Gen.  Peodoro  in  all  respects  a 
suitable  candidate  for  the  presidency,  Me  lias 
committed  many  blunders.  In  the  distribution  of 
public  office  he  has  favored  his  relatives  and  friends 
and  it  is  generally  believed  that  he  has  promoted  a 
lack  of  discipline  in  the  army.  (Deputy  GaUm 
Besouro:-—  Our  army  Is  now  composed  of  malcon- 
tents.) Nevertheless,  as  the  situation  of  the  coun- 
try does  not  admit  of  any  other  candidate,  be  will 
vote  for  Gen.  Deodoro,  On  motion  of  Deputy 
Serzeilello  the  debate  on  the  constitutional  amend- 
ments was  closed,  The  vote  on  the  amendments 
reached  the  20th  specification  of  Art.  33,  Thus 
far  nearly  all  the  amendments  adopted  in  and  dis- 
cussion have  been  retained.  It  was  decided,  how- 
ever,  10  strike  out  the  provision  exempting  mort- 
gage banks  from  exclusive  federal  control,  and  also 
that  which  empowers  congress  to  fix  the  number 
of  deputies  and  regulate  the  manner  o(  electing 
them.  On  the  treaty  with  the  United  Slates, 
speeches  were  made  by  Senator  Pinheiro  Cuedes 
and  Deputy  Baron  de  Villa  Vicosa.  The  latter 
favors  the  treaty,  which  he  thinks  will  lie  very  ben- 
eficial to  the  sugar  industry  of  the  country, 

Fcbtumy  18.—  The  vote  on  the  constitutional 
amendments  was  concluded,  those  adopted  in  and 
discussion  being  in  general  retained.  Among 
those  stricken  out  were  the  provision  for  the  col- 
lection oi  15  per  cent,  additional  duty  and  that 
giving  the  right  of  suffrage  to  students  over  18 
years  of  age.  Deputies  Antao  de  Farias  and  Oili- 
ciea  spoke  against  the  treaty  with  the  United  Stales 
and  Deputy  Maiciauo  de  Magalhaes  against  the 
new  schedule  of  military  salutes.  The  taller  dep- 
uty thinks  that  the  growth  of  the  republican  insti- 
tutions is  now  hampered  by  an  anti-republican 
government.

be  payable  upon  subscription. 

—The  Companhia  Pastoril  e  Vinicola,  announced 
on  the  13th  inst.  in  S.  Paulo,  intends,  as  its  name 
implies,  to  produce  milk  and  wine.  As  the  pro- 
moters claim  to  have  a  tract  of  land  with  an  abun- 
dance of  excellent  water,  both  branches  of  the 
business  ought  to  pay.  But  we  can't  imagine  why 
they  are  trying  to  issue  300,000$  worth   of  shares. 

— According  to  a  correspondent  of  the  gonial do 
Commotio,  the  loan  to  the  Banco  Nacional  of  Uru- 
guay was  made  by  the  Banco  de  Credito  Popular 
ol  this  city.  The  amount  is  stated  to  be  ,£1,000,- 
000,  which  will  be  paid  in  installments  covering  90 
days.  The  loan  is  for  a  year  at  8  per  cent,  inter- 
est, with  charges  that  bring  the  expense  up  to  10 
per  cent. 

—On  the  171I1  the  Banco  Pariz  c  Rio  was  for- 
mally organized  by  the  election  of  the  following 
directors  :  Srs.
